CPNI STATEMENT

Access Fiber Solutions, Inc. ("AFS") provides a limited point-to-point leased fiber optic

Wide Area Network ("WAN") to a single school district pursuant to a public contract with a flat

monthly rate. AFS does not receive, obtain or have access to CPNI, and therefore, is in

compliance with the Commission's CPNI Rules, 47 C.F.R. §§ 64.2001 et seq.

AFS provides a leased fiber optic WAN service to the Waynesboro Area School District

("School District") to connect School District buildings pursuant to a public contract. The

service offers 1 Gigabit ofcapacity for voice, video or data between the School District buildings.

AFS essentially provides lighted fiber optic communications lines to the School District. AFS

does not switch or route the traffic; it only transports the School District's Ethernet. The School

District provides all Local Area Network and WAN switches and AFS provides the 3COM

Gigabit Interface Converter.

AFS is not aware of what services pass through the fiber optic capacity provided and

does not have access to such information. The School District may use all of the 1 Gigabit of

capacity or none, or anything in between. As an example, in any given month, AFS does not

know when calls are made, how often or to whom using the capacity provided. Finally, AFS's

invoices to its customer are all pursuant to a flat monthly rate detailed in a public contract.

Simply put, AFS does not have access to or collect CPNI from the School District and

will never have access to or receive the School District's CPNI. No pretexter could obtain any

information from AFS about the School District or its use of the service that is not already

publicly available or that would allow a pretexter to access the School District's private

communications records.
